Ship; Gets 


Mail: Returns 


Successful Contact Made With the American Trader 
Off Ambrose Light—Shows Airship Can Transfer 
Passengers at Sea, Says Shipping Board Head. 


New York, May 10 (A.P.).—A briet 
radio message to the Associated Press, 
“The blimp landed American TI'rader 
Ambrose Light tonight,” signaled the 
successful completion of another step 
forward in aviation. 

An airship had-landed on and taken 
off from the deck of a steamer in mo- 
tion, taking aboard a cargo of mai) and 
soaring into the air again without halt- 


The army blimp TC-5 had‘ settled on 
the deck of the Shipping Board steamer 
American Trader 3 miles off Ambrose 
lightship, nestled there three minutes. 
picked up a sack of mail and taken to 
the air again for the trip back to its 
hangar at Lakehurst, N. J. 

The feat was an experiment arranged 
between the Army Air Service and the 
Shipping Board to demonstrate the 
feasibility of landing an airship %n a 
surface vessel] without interfering with 
the progress of the latter. The 200-foot 
nonrigid airship. heading slowly up the 
coast from Lakehurst, met the Amer- 


ican Trader, which put to sea at 4p m., 
at a prearranged spot near the light- 


commanding the airship, put her nose 
down and pointed for a platform erected 
on the quarter-deck of the American 
Trader. 

Waiting for him on the deck was 
Lieut. O A. Welcher with a landing 
crew of 21 men from Governors Island 
The weather was good and the sea 
calm, Slowly the blimp floated down- 
ward, passed a line to those aboard the 
steamer, and was hauled to rest on 
the platform The American Trader 
was still) making 6 Knots. 

The platform, 40 feet above the wa- 
ter-line, measured about 20 by 30 feet 
The nearest encumbrance aboard was 
about 70 feet from its edge, providing 
the blimp, nearly as long as the steam- 
er, and with a gondola 20 feet long.

The Senate passed seven bills of 
local interest in its session last night. 
They had to do with the public school 
system, the parks, street Improvements 
and better working conditions for 
postal employes. 

One of the latter measures, the La 
Follette bill, grants postal workers a 
Saturday half holiday the year around. 
This now goes to the House. Two other 
bills grant a 10 per cent increase in 
pay to night workers in the postal 
service, and grant all postal employes 
fifteen days’ leave annually, exclusive 
of Sundays and holidays, together with 
ten days’ sick leave with pay. Both 
bills have passed the House and now 
go to the President. 


District Measures Passed. 

Other bills passed are for the follow- 
ing purposes: 

To authorize the District government 
to use certain Federal land for street 
purposes. It would permit the widen- 
ing or extenson of Reservor road, Forty- 
fourth street, South Dakota avenue, 
Trenton street, .Fourth street south- 
east and Wisconsin avenue. The bill 
now goes to the House. 

To exempt public school 
from the $2,000 salary Iimitation in 
the act of 1916, it would permit the 
employment in the nicht schools of ex- 
perts who, during the day, work in 
the Government cCepartments.

A similar welcome to the American 
move to achieve world peace was voiced 
by Ramsay Macdonald, leader of the 
Labor opposition, who introduced the 
subject. 

Sir Austen said he would proceed in 
the ordinary diplomatic channels in 
treating on the proposals. although at 
first he had favored submitting the 
matter to a conference of international 
jurists. as in the case of the Locarno 
pact. This idea was dropped, however, 
he explained, when “one of the gov-

(Associated Press.) 

Republicans held their lires through 
another skirmish against the $200,000,- 
000 tax reduction plan In the Senaie 
yesterday as Democrats sought unsuc- 
cessfully to increase the reductions 
along lines of their %325,000,000 pro- 
gram. 

As a result the Senate restored to 
the revenue bill the tax on sales on 
produce exchanges, which the house 
had repealed, and also restored the full 
rate on the tax on sales or transfers of 
capital stock. 

Democratic ranks broke on the votes 
although on the first proposal no rec- 
ord vote was taken. In restoring the 
rate of 2 cents for the tax on each 
$100 sales or transfer of capital stock. 
the vote was 48 to 29 

Finally, Senator Simmons, of North 
Carolina, who is leading the Demo- 
cratic fight, proposed repeal of the tax 
or issues of capital stock, amounting 
to 5 cents on each 3100 and he was de- 
feated again, 42 to 34. Several Demo- 
crats bolted on this vote to join the 
Republicans in retaining the levy.

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MERGER BILL SHOULD PASS. 

The plan for merging the street rail- 
road and bus utility companies of Wash- 
ington is now before Congress. It is the 
outcome of years of study and negotia- 
tion, and has been scrutinized from every 
angle by the companies concerned, the 
public, the Public Utilities Commission, 
and the House committee. It has with- 
stood every test, and stands approved as 
the best and only practicable plan for 
bringing about satisfactory transit con- 
ditions in Washington. 

This merger is desirable “in the public 
interest. It will pave the way for effi- 
cient and reliable service at the lowest 
possible fare. What the public wants is 
good service, at reasonable cost. No sen- 
sible citizen asks or expects good service 
at a cost that would not yield the public 
servant reasonable compensation. He 
knows that no corporation can furnish 
permanently good service at a loss. He 
knows also that the consolidation of 
transit agencies under a single manage- 
ment will produce better service. 

If the merger plan provided for an un- 
controlled monopoly of the street trans- 
port of Washington it would be a vicious 
proposal and would deserve quick death. 
But no uncontrolled monopoly can be ac- 
guired in the National Capital. Con- 
gress has exclusive legislative jurisdic- 
tion over this District and can always 
control any corporation within its boun- 
daries. Fares can be regulated by the 
Public Utilities Commission, subject al- 
ways to the overruling jurisdiction of 
Congress and the courts. If the people of 
Washington should ever be subjected to 
attempted extortion by any corporation 
they could quickly obtain protection. Kx- 
Gessive street railway and bus fares 
would be especially easy to combat, if a 
transit company should be so foolish as 
to attempt to impose them. 

During the consideration of the merger 

plan many efforts have been made to 
prove that it is unwise, unnecessary, un- 
timely, or unjust to the public. Not one 
of these efforts has succeeded. No solid 
and substantial objection has been raised 
against the plan. There are individuals 
in every community who can see deep and 
dark conspiracies in any business pro- 
posal of magnitude, and the less they 
know of the proposal the greater is the 
bugaboo they conjure up to frighten the 
community. The comfort. of the public 
and the growth of Washington should not 
be held back by empty objections to this 
or any other plan, if the plan can success- 
fully meet the scrutiny of competent and 
disinterested citizens and legislators. 
‘ During the time yet remaining Con- 
gress can pass the merger plan. The 
committees can furnish legislators all in- 
formation desired, and there is no neces- 
sity for prolonged academic debate. No 
novel. principle is proposed, and no radi- 
cal departure is suggested. The merger 
is in line with public convenience and 
necessity. It is needed now, as condi- 
tions are constantly becoming worse. The 
companies concerned having reached an 
agreement after making generous con- 
dessions for the general good, and the 
people of Washington having a right to 
expect an improvement in conditions, it 
is incumbent upon Congress to pass the 
merger bill. 


. A START TOWARD FLOOD CONTROL. 


The difficulties that appeared to stand be- 
tween the flood control bill and its passage 
have yielded to compromise.. Only the Presi- 
dent’s signature-is needed to set in motion 
the work necessary to make the Mississippi 
Valley a safe place in which to live. As- 
gurances have been given that he will not 
Withhold his consent. 

“ The bill as passed adheres to the vital 
principle that the inhabitants of the river 


valley shall not be made to pay a percentage. 


of the construction cost of flood control. The 
two houses yielded to the President with 
fespect to maintenance charges. These wili 
fail upon the States, and local interests must 
gay for additional rights of way needed for 
tevees on the main channel. The President 
won his fight, also, to limit the size of the 
commission that will be in charge of the work. 
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he is to rule on all differences concerning the 
plans. Provision is also made for a survey of 
the tributary rivers. 

This is a good beginning and that, after all, 
is the important thing to be considered in 
relation with flood control. Conditions along 
the Mississippi are such that they do not per- 
mit of further delay. Now that a start bas 
been authorized immediate dangers can be 
met and supplementary projects can be con- 
sidered hereafter. Congress and the President 
are to be congratulated on having found a way 
to set the machinery of.flood control] in motion,

MR. NEW’S OBJECT LESSON, 


Postmaster General New incidentally fur- 
nished powerful reasons for the enactment of 
the Jones-White shipping bill yesterday in 
his remarks before the Chamber of Commerce 
of tae United States in regard to the success 
of the air mail. Mr. New reviewed the ten 
years’ operations of the air mail, and showed 
‘how it began by the Government’s utilization 
of a lot of airplanes left over from the war. 
Gradually, as the system was developed, the 
Government worked out of the operating end 
and developed air mail carriage by contract. 
Airplane factories were enabled to keep at 
work, and now, on the anniversary of the 
establishment of the air mail, a ramified and 
dependable system is in operation, delivering 
mail with regularity and certainty, and rapidly 
opening the way for the carriage of express 
and passengers by air. 

Why can not the Government do the sane 
thing with its shipping? The Jones act 
1920 was intended to accomplish this transi 
tion from Government operation, 
but the act has uever been enforced. Now a 
bill is in conference which will accomplish 
that end, if the conferees will reconcile their 
minor differences and if the Senate and House 
will keep in mind the great object—the de- 
velopment of a wational shipping 
private enterprise. 

Under Postmaster General New’s plans the 
alr mail was placed on a solid basis by means 
of long-time contracts which gave assurance 
to private enterprise that it was worth while 
to develop the new system of transport.

sion,” said Mr. Humphrey, “that is not based 
upon alleged violation of the law. I believe 
it is wrong and utterly unjustifiable the 
part of the commission to put any American 
citizen that is not accused of violating the law 
to the annoyance, the expense, the discredit, 
the injury and the injustice of an investiga- 
tion. I do not that the commission 
has any legal right to make any investigation 
that is not based on alleged law violation. But 
if it did, to say that it is in the interest of 
the public to spend public money for the pur- 
pose of having one division of the commission 
make an ex parte investigation of great in- 
dustrial corporations for the sole purpose of 
telling those controlling such corporations how 
run their business economically is, my 
mind, the ultimate in egotistical ignorance,”’ 
Mr. Humphrey’s address before the United 
States Chamber of Commerce stands as a 
guarantee that the power of the Federal Trade 
Commission will not be abused. The record 
the commission has made in developing in- 
stances of illegal practice and securing their

FALLACY OF BUSINESS “CYCLES.” 

The old business cycle theory has been gen- 
erally abandoned. There are some who still 
believe that business must of necessity «lter- 
nate seven years of a downward prosperity 
curve with seven years in which the trend 
is upward, but students of economics have 
proved @efinitely that the principal reason 
why business in the past behaved in this 
manner was because the public expected it to 
do so, and anticipated the trends. The 
American Bankers’ Association Journal, how- 
ever, in its current issue, announces a new 
cycle theory. Business, it says, dispiays 
numerous bright spots of prosperity, mixed 
through the entire range of shades. down to 
the dark shadows of depression. Reporis of 
particular industries, it says, emphasize the 
impression that a new ‘‘business cycle”’ is pre- 
vailing. It is a major cycle of stability, made 
up of many smaller cycles of good, bad and 
indifferent business which in the aggregate 
tend practically to offset each other. “lt is a 
cycle of frequent but moderate corrections,” 
says the Journal, “in contrast with the old 
swings that occurred every seven years or 80 
on an average and carried all business up and 
down together.”’ 

It is to be hoped that the Bankers’ Journal 
is correct in its analysis. If there must be a

IT got down a brand-enw Watson 
book, “Psychological Care of Infant 
and Child.”” I read in the chapter on 
destructiveness a complete and scien- 
tific refutation of my friend’s philoso- 
phy. Watson says iestructiveness ts 
not instinctive. It is not a funda- 
mental human or animal trait. Babics 
are not born destruci ve. They are 
trained to be destructive. This is done 
with toys The child is given a lot of 
toys that inevitably educate iim in de- 
Struction. He acquires a disposition 
to destroy and he so thoroughly incor- 
porates this in his makeup that we 

it as being. instinctive, and 
al’ our lives we get pleasure from de- 
stroying.

For instance, to prevent a child from 
becoming destructive, he advises that 
there be but few toys, that those be 
strong and durable, and that the child 
be brought up to keep his toys orderly 
and in good repair. He especially ad- 
vises that children be ziven simpie, gub- 
stantial toys, which give opportunity 
for inventiveness. He thinks that crap 
materiais that can be fashioned 
good play objects. 

There is detailed ‘nfcrmation as to 
the eating and sleeping habits of chil- 
dren. Here #re some abstracts of ad- 
vice: 

The child should have a tepid bath at 
5:30. The water in the tub should not 
be over 4 to 8 inches deep. The child 
must be taught to bathe himself. Every- 
where Watson stresses the importance 
of having the child wait on himself 

After the bath a light meal and then 
haif an hour of very quiet play. Children 
should not take toys to bed with them 
The child having been put to bed the 
light is turned out, the door closed and 
the child ts left alone. 

In the morning the day routine should 


be begun in an orderly way. 

Training in keeping dry should be be- | 
fun when the child is 3 to 5 weeks old 
Bedwetting is a renult of incorrect 
training. So is thumb sucking. Children 
can be trained to avoid both habits.

THE IMPORTANCE OF 
CORRECT. SHOES 


N previous articles [ have discussed 
I the certainty that foot discomfort 

will .be reflected in the lines and 
expression of the face and in the general 
health, and have repeatedly suggested 
methods by which the fect may be kept 
iu good condition. But even the most 
careful and regular treatments will not 
entirely nor permanently cure tired and 
aching feet if shoes are not chosen that 
are suited to the type and shape of the 
foot. 

Feet, even the daintiest of feet, are 
not by any means all the same, any 
more than are hands, or mouths, or 
noses, or ears. You may envy the trim- 
ness of a friend’s foot and the springi- 
ness of her step, and it may well. be 
that, while your feet might look equally 
cainty in an entirely different type of 
shoe, your friend’s shoe would be ruin- 
ous to your feet and to your disposition 
as well. 

Chiropodists recognive three general 
types of feet: The inflared, the out- 
flared and the straight. You can deter- 
mine the general type of your foot by 
the following method. 

Place your foot on a sheet of paper 
and trace carefuly around it. ow 
draw a straight line from the center of 
the heel straight forward to the third,

of the tracing, draw another line at 
mght angles to the first. If more of the 
foot surface lies outside the center line 
than inside, you have what is termed 
an “outflared” foot that would be cer- 
tain to complain if encased in an “in- 
flared” or “straight’’ shoe. If more of 
the foot surface lies inside your center 
line, then you have an “inflared” foot 
If the center line divides the foot sur- 
fuce about evenly, your have a straight 
foot. 

This diagram will give you a working 
basis when it comes to selecting a new 
pair of shoes, and vou should apply it 
to all your shoes, cven down to the 
lightest pumps. Ordinarily, in a good 
shop, the salesman will help you. Ex- 
amine the sole of each shoe offered you, 
noting whether, with a straight line 
drawn forward from the heel, more of 
the surface of the sole wouid lie out- 
side or inside the line. It is a good plan 
to take your diagram to the shop with 
you. 

This takes up a salesman’s time, of 
course, but it is your own feet that you 
are considering. There are shoes in 
that shop, if it is a good one, that are 
made for your gencral type of foot and 
that will be at once smart and com- 
fortable. Find them. Once you have 
located them, they will return real divi- 
dends in happiness, health and beauty
